‘Vbere could not be a more proper time tor 
these warnings than this very hour. As confi- 
dent as ever in the intrinsic value of our liber- 
ty—as boastful as ever over other nations and 
ther times, when wo have just buckled on the 
harness. as if afier a thousand years of social 
order and peace we were putting it off, we are 
stil expecting the happiness of the world from 
ithe mere downfall of kings and the extension 
of suffrage, expecting every Republic once 
launched, to sail forth a political miracle, self- 
'valiasted, sell-trimmed, self-commanded. And 
yet at this very hour, who feels not the rocking 
of eur own ship, as if riding the swell of some 
/coming tempest. Who sees not as she lurches 
ou this side and on that, squalls nearing her, 
‘water spouts ahead—who hears not the dis- 
putes of the quarter, the wrangles of the fore- 
veastle, and the chains, Why, then, should we 
or any forbearto speak out and tosay—Repub 
licanism, is not, of course, good government.—

The moment has arrived when you are called on to 
speak, and if possible, once more sustain the liberties 
of the country. In a Government of limited powels 
like that of the United States, acting upon communi- 
ies so distant from each other and of such variety of 
interest, it is not to be wondered at if the legislation 
of the majority should sometimes press unequally 
upon the interests of the minority. In all such cases 
a due regard to justice should prommt that majority to 
an investigation of the causes, with a view to a re- 
dress of the grievance. But when this is denied on 
the part of the majority, and their right to persist in 
such acourse of legislation is solemnly put in issue by 
the action of one or more sovereign States, it seems 
to me the part of wisdom not to appeal to the sword 
for the settlement of such issue, but that an amicable 
reference should be made to the great tribunal which 
formed and adopted the Constitution, namely, the 
people of the States themselves. To refuse this, 
would be to discredit the fundamental truth which lies 
at the foundation of all our institutions—that the peo- 
ple are capable of self government.
